Support Roosevelt 


New Name Will Be Chosen 


Word 'Party' Will Be 


Dropped; Will Have 


No Candidate 


New York. May 20 VF> — The 


Communist party of the United 
States in existence for 25 years, 
voted today to dissolve as a 'poli- 
tical party. A new non-party or- 
ganization will be formed. 


Earl Browder, the party general 


secretary, made lhe motion-to dis- 
band prior to delivering a national 
convention 
keynote 
speech 


which he called for the re-election 
of President Roosevelt. 


The motion \vas carried unani- 


mously after being seconded by 
delegates from New York, Illinois 
and California. 


The Browder motion called for 


lhe appointment of. a committee 
to liquidate the party's affairs and 
dispose of its property "and to 
turn over any surplus that may 
remain to any organization or or- 
janizations as, in their.opinion, arc 
devoted to our country's winning 
of the war in which it is presently 
engaged and in the achievement 
of a durable peace." 


F.D.R. Endorsed 


New York, May 20 UB—Earl 


Browder, general secretary of Ihc 
:ommunist Party of the United 
States, announced formally today 
.hat American Communists would 
iupport President Roosevelt for 
re-election. 


Kcynoling thc party's national 


convention. Browder, who sought 
he presidency himself in 1936 and 
940, said in his prepared address 
"hat lhe president's retirement 
low "would be a disaster for our 
country. 


"Our enemies in the war would 


be encouraged to new efforts, our 
Allies in the war would have deep 
misgivings, and our own counlry 
vould be launched upon an un- 
charted sea of uncontrolled fac- 
.ionalism." he said. 


Browder's statement meant that 


he Communists would go inlo a 
iresidential election wilhout a 
:andidatc of their own for the 
first lime since they entered lhe

Tillton Soldier Writes of 


Religious Aid 


Appreciation of the work being 


done by chaplains serving with 
the armed forces is often ex- 
pressed, is It is in the following 
extract from a letter received 
Monday by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Kopp of -Tillsbn from their son, 
P. F. C. William J. Kopp, who 
has seen service with the amphi- 
bious forces In tlie Aleutians and 
Southern Pacific and ot the time j 
was stationed in the Hawaiian Is- 
lands. H,e writes: 


"The two things I wanted to 


tell you about happened in the 
Marshall?. As we left the ship I 
remember how the chaplain stood 
on the main deck and blessed us, 
without asking if we were Catho- 
lic. Protestant, Jew, or what have 
you. 
That's the way r.II our chap- 


lain^ are; they don't ask your de- 
nomination. 


"The outstanding incident hap-, 


pcned on the second day of the 
tattle. 
We had been relieved af- 


ter spending 24 hours in the front 
line and were about 400 yards be- 
hind the lines, trying to get some 
rest. As soon as I hit the ground 
I fell asleep and woke up about 
four hours 
later. -On looking 


around I saw something I'll never 
forget. 
The chaplain had taken 


some ammunition boxes and ra- 
tions containers, held them up 
with a few rifles and was saying 
Mass. Every once in a while a 
sniper would cut loose, or a shell 
would come sailing over but he 
went right on with his -service, 
as if he were in St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral. 


"As long as I live I'll always 


remember that scene. Things like 
these are only a few of the million 
reasons why the Japs couldn't 
beat us in a thousand years. These 
chaplains do a marvelous job and 
deserve a world of credit. They are 
up in the front lines with us and 
every place we go. Most people 
don't realize how important they 
are. They are 'always ready and 
willing to help you in any way at 
all."

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I AM AN AMERICAN DAY 


I Am An American Day will be observed 


throughout the country on Sunday. The pur- 
pose is to honor new citizens and reaffirm the 
nation's faith in the principles for which 
American citizenship stands. 


The observance of I Am An American Day 


presents to Americans an opportunity to give 
public recognition to two groups of persons 
who have acquired full citizenship during the 
past year. The larger group is comprised of 
native born Americans who have attained 
their majority, the other consists of foreign 
born persons who have been naturalized. 
There were nearly 400,000 men and women 
naturalized in 1943. 
This number includes 


55,000 members of the armed forces who 
have been granted citizenship under provi- 
sions of the Second War Powers Act. 


The day also is intended to evoke a re- 


newal of allegiance to the Constitution and 
to its principles, and a rededication on the 
part of all citizens to their duty'to their coun 
try. 


The first responsibility of every citizen is 


the duty of dedicating himself wholehearted- 
ly to the many tasks and obligations which 
will help win the war. 


A good citizen docs not let himself be mis 


, led by those who unscrupulously seek to set 


one group of Americans against another, or 
who try to make Americans mistrust their 
Allies. 


The measure of a good citizen is the de 


gree.to which he takes an active, alert.par 
in our democracy during peace as well as 
war. 
' The sacrifices of our fighting1 men should 
make every citizen at home a more alert 
guardian of our democratic privileges for 
which those sacrifices are being made. 


The responsibilities implied in American 


citizenship are closely connected with the 
preservation and welfare of the American 
family. Juvenile delinquency, for example, 
can be countered most effectively by persons 
whose appreciation of their obligations as 
American citizens begins at home. 


During this year our country will acquire 


.2,400,000 new citizens—about two million 
who become of age—over 400,000 foreign 
born who will be naturalized. It is the re- 
sponsibility of present citizens to show these 
'new citizens the acts and attitudes of which 
good citizenship consists. And it is the re- 
sponsibility of these new citizens to remind 
present citizens when they slight or forget 
the privileges and obligations of citizenship.

A physician about to treat a patient for over- 


weight advised that all liquids including water 
hould. be reduced by at least one-half because 
water increased weight and weight increased blood 
>ressurc. 


"But", said the patient, "I thought water was 


food for me because it flushes the kidneys and pre- 
cnts constipation.'' 


The. physician replied that tills was true but 


tiat as fat tissue holds three and u half limes its 
veight of water, there was no need to drink water 
ecause the tissues in the overweight were already 
lied with water; in fact were water logged. 


This same physician advised his next patient to 


•ink more water and other liquids because his tis- 
ues were thirsty for water, needing it to do their 
work properly. "They are in a "dehydrated'- condi- 
tion, a condition which will shorten their lives." 


Athletes such as boxers and jockeys have to 


watch their water intake carefully because, while 
water increases weight, not having enough water 
makes them stale and sluggish. 


In an editorial "Water and Health", in the Jour- 


nal of the American Medical Association we read: 


"The 'dietetic error that has killed more patients 


than any -other is the neglect of administering 
enough water. In acute disease, n highly colored 
urine is a reproach to the physician and nurse; a 
dry skin and a dry tongue are danger signals. Few 
persons realize that water constitutes more than 70 
per cent-of the protoplasm or body tissues that 
maintain life." In health water is what is ncedcil in 
every chemical process to maintain life—digestion, 
respiration, filterinc, out of poisons by the kidneys, 
maintenance of a "normal" temperature in the body 
and all other processes. "As water is continuously 
lost to the bndy through various paths, by way of 
kidneys, bowels, lungs and skin, it can readily he 
seen that the output of water must be adequately 
replaced if a healthy balance is to be maintained." 


The point then is that overweights are the only 


individuals who should cut down on liquids as they 
can get all the water they need from foorl."' 


Very thin individuals with "dropped" stomachs 


need plenty of water or other liquids but should 
take it in small quantities so as not to cause the 
stomach to drop even further and make digestion 
difficult.

A B-26 Base Somewhere in Eng- 


and, May 20 (by wireless)—The 
men in the B-26 -squadron I have 
)een visiting live e.\cpnding!y well 
or wartime. They realize it. too, 
and are full of appreciation. You 
almost never hear an airman grip- 
ing about things around here. 


This is an old station, and well 


established. Our men are -com- 
fortably housed and wonderfully 
fed. The ollic'ers have a club of 
their own, with a bar and a big 
lounge room, and the Red Cross 
provides a big club right on the 
station for the enlisted men. 


There are all kinds of outdoor 


games, such as baseball, badmin- 
ton, volleyball, tennis, and even 
noli at a nearby town. One of the 
pilots came back from golfing and 
said: 


"I don't know what they charg- 


ed me a greens fee for. I was 
never anywhere near the greens." 


At first I lived with the young- 


er officers of the squadron, then 
1 moved over with the enlisted 
gunners, radiomen and flight en- 
gineers. 
They live only a little 


differently. And the line between 
officers and enlisted men among 
the combat crews is so fine that 
you are barely aware of any dif- 
ference after a. few days' ac- 
quaintance with them. 
* * * 


First I'll try to tell you how 


the" ofliccrs live. I stayed in the 
hut of my 'friends Lieutenants 
Limlscy Greene and Jack Arnold. 
There is usually a spare cot in any 
hut. for there is almost always 
one man. away on leave. 


This barracks is a curved steel 


Nisscn hut. with doors and win- 
dows at each end but none along 
the sides. The floor is bare con- 
crete. Eight men live in the hut. 
Three are pilots, the others bom- 
bardiers and navigators. One is a 
captain, the others are lieuten- 
ants. 


The boys sleep on black steel 


cots with cheap mattresses. They 
are all wearing summer under- 
wear now. and they sleep in it 
When the last one goes to bed he 
turns out the light and opens one 
door tor ventilation. Of course 
until the lights are out the hut has 
to be blacked out. 


Each cot has n bed lamp rig- 


ged over it. with a shade made 
from an empty fruit-juice can. 


The boys have a few bureaus 


and tables they bought or dug up j 
from somewhere. 
I 


On the tables are pictures of 


their girls and parents, and on i 
the corrugated slcel walls'they I 
have pasted pin-up girl; from i 
lank and other magazines. 


In the center of (he hut is a 


rectangular stove made of two' 


steel boxes welded together. They 
burn wood or coal in it, and it 
throws out terrific heat. • 


In front of the stove is a settee 


big enough for three people, ant 
back of the stove is a deep chair. 
Both the settee and the chair 
were made by nailing .small tree 
limbs together. 
The boys did-it 


themselves. 
. Iii-the top of the hut. when the 
light go out, you can see two 
holes with moonlight "streaming 
through. One of these is where 
one of the boys shot his .45 one 
night, just out of exuberance. One 
of the other boys then bet he 
'could put a bullet right through 
that hole. He lost his bet which 
accounts for the other hole. 
* * - * 


The latrines .and wash basins 


are in a separate building about 
=0 yards from the hut. The boys 
and their mechanics have built a 
small shower room out of packing 
boxes and rigged up a tank for 
heating water. They are proud 
of it, and they take plenty of 
baths. 


All around my hut are similar 


ones, connecter! by concrete or 
cinder paths. The one next door 
is about the fanciest. 
Its name 


is Piccadilly Place, and it has a 
pretty sign over the" door saying 
so. In this hut the boys have 
built a real brick fireplace, with a 
mantle and everything,' and it 
looks like a hunting lodge inside. 


In here is where the biggest 


poker game is usually going. A 
sign on the front of the hut says 
"Poker 
Seats by 
Reservation 


Only. On the other side of the 
door is another sign saying. "Rob- 
in Hood Slept Here." They put- 
that up when they first came be- 
cause somebody told them this sta- 
tion was in Sherwood Forest They 
found out later they were a long 
way from Sherwood Forest but 
they left the sign up anyhow. 


That in genera! is how the bovs 


live. They are warm, they arc 
dry. they are clean, they arc well 
fed. Their life is dangerous and 
not very romantic to them, and 
between missions they get home- 
sick and sometimes bored. But 
even so they have a pretty good 
time with their live young spirits 
and Ihey are grateful that they 
can live as well and have as much 
pleasure as they do have. 
For 


they know that anything good you 
gel in wartime is just that much 
velvet.

Washington, May 20—The peak 


in wartime taxation has apparent 
ly been reached! for both the Unit 
ed States and Great Britain. 
' Analysis of the budget recently 
presented to the British Pirlia 
ment for the fiscal year 1944-1945 
shows it to be the first budget in 
which there Is no proposal for tax 
increase on corporations or indivi 
dual incomes. 
In fact, all tht 


recommendations, with one smal 
exception, are designed to revise 
taxes downward. 
, ' 
... 
A much more favorable position 


from the standpoint of federal fi- 
nances and taxation has been at- 
tained in our federal budget than 
was anticipated last January. This 
is due to a decrease in wartime 
expenditures as well as a sub- 
stantial revision .upward in .the 
_mount of money actually 'collect- 
ed from taxation. There seems no 
doubt now that the withholding 
tax has resulted in the collection 
of taxes from persons who either 
gnorcd or were indifferent to fed- 
eral taxes heretofore. Never in 
:he history-of the income tax,has 
there been such an effective drag- 
net for the collection of federal 
laxes as is possible by requiring 
.he employer to deduct the taxes 
rcfore paying the employe. 


The total tax payments in Great 


Britain in relation to national in- 
come have risen 
considerably. 


They were about .26 per cent of 
national income in 1939 and they 
went up to 40 per cent of the na- 
tional income in 1944.. This com- 
wires with the payment in Amer- 
ca of 19 per cent of our national 
ncomc in taxes" in 1940 and about 
34 per. cent in 1944. • In view' of 
:he fact that our. prewar level of 
.axes was much lower than in the 
Jnited Kingdom, the total Amer- 
can tax load has increased 270 
per cent between 1940 and 1945, as 
:ompai'cd with a 180 per cent rise 
n the United Kingdom.

British budget is that.thote is an 
apparent realization of -'. the im- 
portance" of keeping alive "the cor- 
porations which must furnish the 
bulk of the employment after tlie 
war.
